CITY OF BUFFALO. 


‘Tuts Crry is situated in the County of Erie, and 
State of New-York, in lat. 42° 50’ north, and longitude 
79° 22’ 37" west from Greenwich, at the eastern extrem- 
ity of Lake Erie, at its conflux with the Niagara River. 

The land now occupied by the city, previous to 1801 
was an Indian settlement of a few huts, and called by 
them Tehoseroron, heing included in the purchase 
made by the Holland Land Company. In 1802, that 
Company sent on an agent and commenced a settle- 
ment. In 1812, it became the military depot for the 
army, then ordered to rendezvous for the protection of 
the frontier. 

On the 30th December, 1813, the British and their 
allies, the Indians, crossed the Niagara River, at Black 
Rock, near where the ferry now is, and marched on to 
this place, and halted on what is now known by the 
corner of Main and Niagara streets. The late Stephen 
K. Grosyenor, and others, had a four pound cannon, 
and with a good supply of grape, mowed a clean swarth 
through the ranks of the enemy, until the piece beeame 
heated and dismounted, when they retreated. The 
troops had retreated sometime before. In one short 
hour the village was in a blaze, and all except two 
buildings, soon reduced to ashes. Part of the military 


stares were removed to the plains and saved. The 


enemy did not tarry long. Before daylight they had 
re-crossed the river, taking many of the inhabitants 
prisoners, whom they conveyed to Montreal, suffering 
from the want of clothing and other necessaries of life. 
Nor were those much less fortunate who, by flight, es- 
caped captivity. Their little all was gone; and the few 
that returned had not the means to re-build their houses 
—it was a calamity to be dreaded. 

Shortly after, the American forces retaliated for the 
assault. July 8, 1814, the American army, under 
Gen. Brown, captured Fort Erie, in command of Majo 
Burk; and on the 4th of July, 1814, the citizens that 
returned to Buffalo, had the proud satisfaction of secing 
the stars and stripes floating upon the ramparts of the 
Fort on the western bank of the Niagara. The next 
day Gen. Brown drove the British regulars from thi 
plains of Chippewa, at the terrific order of ‘ charge!” 
On the 25th July, the enemy having mustered again in 
force, Gen. Brown gave them battle at the cataract, 
where Generals Brown and Scott were wounded, and 
the British Gen. Riall, taken prisoner. On the 7th Au 
gust, Messengers arrived, bringing intelligence that the 
British and Indians, 1500 strong, were on the march 
for Buffalo. Major Morgan, from Kentucky, who had 
just arrived with a detachment of 240 riflemen, march- 
ed to give them battle. When he arrived at Scajaqua- 
die’s Creek, he placed timber for a temporary breast- 
work, and destroyed the bridge. The friendly Indians 
and inhabitants marched on a different route. When 


the deadly fire of Morgan’s rifles was heard, the vol- 
unteers and Indians on the enemy’s flank set up euch 
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horrid yell that Col. Tucker ordered an instant retreat 


to his boats. Many were cut off, and the dark 


piue 


waters of the Niagara closed over their remains for- 


ever. This was a proud day for Morgan; but, alas! 
honor is but an empty bubble. On the 12th, five days 
afterwards, poor Morgan was mortally wounded near 
Fort Erie. On the 15th the British again made an at- 
tack on Fort Erie, and were repylsed with the loss of 
600 killed and taken prisoners, On the 17th Sept. the 
Americans made a sortie from the fort, and comple tely 
routed the British, by whom it was invested. Shortly 


ler the British abandoned all their posts on the Nia- 


vara viver except Fort George. The American troops 
destroyed Fort Erie, (its remains are now to be seen

and ever will, a proud monument to his memory.—

PEMPERANCE SOCIETIES 


The formation of Temperance Societies, has done 
much for the public good in this city. This cause 
commenced here January 1, 1838. Among its mem- 
bers and projectors were H. B. Potter, Esq. and Dr. E. 
Johnson. Although the cause had many warm sup- 
porters, and continual droppings from the sanctuary 
were lavished in profusion, still drunkenness had the 
ascendancy; and out of a population of 16,158 souls, 
on the first of May, 1839, there was no less than 350 


places in this city, where alcohol was sold to make the 
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poor poorer, the moderate drinker a drunkard, and the 


drunkard a brute. The brave, generous and noble 


hearted youth were daily falling a prey to the destroyer; 
every day added a new victim upon the altar of shame 
and disgrace. The pulpit, the bench, the bar, the 
counting-house, the study, the store, the office—each 
furnished their quota, until the 18th February, 1841, 
two or three individuals, feeling the deep depravity in 
which the community then was, commenced the forma- 
tion of the ** Young Men’s Temperance Society.” The 
first meeting was got up with much difficulty—the rum 
sellers sending their runners to put down and bring rid- 
icule upon the undertaking. But they did not succeed. 
The Society now numbers about 800 members. 

Shortly after, in consequence of an invitation from a 
gentleman of this city, the Baltimore Pollard Society 
sent on a deputation, consisting of Messrs. Pornanp 
and Warenr, which led to the formation of the “ Pol- 
lard Society,” and several others. Buffalo now fur- 
nishes several missionaries in this cause. 
It will be impossible, before this sheet goes to press, 
to ascertain the number of tippling houses now in this 
city; but the writer will visit them all in his perambu- 
lations, and the result given in the close of the book. 


Among the Societies will be found the names of the 


officers. 
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THE YOUNG MEN’S ASSOCIATION, 


Stands foremost in the ranks of Literature. Among 
its officers are some of the most enterprising business 
men among us. The Library is well selected, and con- 
tains many rare and choice works.
